Tim retrograde pojicy ol those who have 
dona their utmost to destroy and render nug- 
atory iho notion ot tlio Municipal Uovern- 
men! of lliia city i*, iu it'eso days of progress, 
painful and demoralizing in the extreme. 
That a metobnr of the Corporation, a prop- 
erty owner and old resident in the city, and 
one who has filled a prominent and ics; onsi- 
ble situation uruler ljovornrner.it, should take 
the ihliiati'e in a crusadi against the emoted 
ruliiiy power of the Corporation has always 
been a matter of surprisa to us, but we can 
rjadily suppose that the gentleman who 
originally objected to tho payment of muni- 
cipal taxes, did not lor on? momaiit contemp- 
late the very serious position in which his 
nttac'i upen the potrors of those gontleinon 
who now fill tho important polls of Mayor 
■ nil Council in our city would have placed 
that body. Serious, tvg say, and advisedly, 
although, as wu have frequently stated, ivc 
rio Tar doin holding the opinion that the 
Corporation had not the power undjr the 
Act which incorporated tho Cily of Victoria 
to Iqvy hues in tb« shape o! trade and other 
license!, and although wo are fully aware 
t'.iat they are, and will be, protectud by the 
Le^Hlaturo from the consoniiences of any 
doubts which may perplex tho mind of the 
C!iief Juitioe respecting their powor*, aris- 
ing from the inp crftciions of an Act which 
was far toe hastily parsed through the Leg- 
islature ; bul nevertheless it isu most seriout 
position for a Council to bo placed in, liable 
as they are to have all their measures carped 
at by those who liavo other ends than the 
pihlio weal to serve, and unless tho public 
show tiioir appreciation of thu endeav- 
ours of the Council to keep tho city 
free from the disgraceful stigma of bank- 
ruptcy, and cheerfully and p'om tly assist 
them by a readiness in paying those imposts 
which aro as necessary for the maintenance 
and support of a duu system of regularity 
and order in our streets, and for tho preser- 
vation of tho sinitary coalition of tho town, 
ns they aro legal and juit under tho powers 
delegated to the governing body of the in- 
corporated city of Victoria by tho legislature. 
Whatever may have beon the doubts upon 
the minds of tho ratepayer.', after reading the 
judgment of the Chief Justice— and wo are 
I'roe to confess they might have been many 
and grave, for to arrive at any clear conclu- 
sion alter a careful perusal of it, was a task 
Which few would care to undertake, even 
vrera it possible to consummate it— the 
doubts in the minds of all reasonable beings 
must have been completely removed by the 
very prompt action taken by trio legislature, 
and if the poiver of the council was not so 
clearly defined under the original act, as to 
secure them from personal responsibility in 
the due performance of those duties which 
the citizens elected them to carry out, tho 
legislature, who are generally acknowledged 
as a power in the country, havo declared that 
the measures of the oouocil arc not in contra- 
vention "f thn law, and have shown that if 
any doubts, from tho wording of the in', do 
exist, tiny will legalise the proceedings of 
the corporation ai all risks, and in tho opin 
ion of every unbiassed and liberal member 
of our community, very rightly have they 
interposed tjuir authority, Heavy would have 
been the io'p m ibility incurred by our city 
members had they failed at the proper mo- 
ment anJ ut the time of nee.l, to support our 
city institutions. Manfully, ho>vever, did the 
Colonial Secretary discliargn his duly to his 
constituency, by bringing forward measures 
to support the corporation, and by so doing 
to save our city from the grievous peri! of 
bankruptcy, and our commercial credit us a 
colony Iron! ruin. 

II the Indemnity Bill, passed by tho House 
of Assembly, be confirmed, ns it undoubtedly 
will, by tho other branches of the legislature, 
then the mayor nnd council are protected 
from all consequences of the weakness of the 
first act, unless indeed a new power is to rise 
amongst in, which may say that our legisla 
tore is a Farce, our llotnu of Assembly pow- 
erless, our Legislative Council anl Governor 
effete and nscle3j. Are WO in point ol fact 
to bo governed by the Chief Justice of 
the Colony, or by the constitutional 
government of our country? Are wo in a word 
to have a power created by the will of any 
malcontents, which is to be supiemo amongst 
us; which ahull say to the legisluture,your laws 
are not law— your powers are nugatory— 
your votes mere expressions of opinion ? To 
say that every action of the Mayor aud Coun- 
cil previous to the recent decision of tho Chief 
Justice, had been uniruautionally illegal, is 
going far beyond the judgment delivered by 
Mr. Cameron. He did not attempt or hint at 
aueh n ruling. We give His Lorpship all due 
credit for a caioful consideration of tho sub- 
ject and tho arguments adduced belora him, 
aud for tho elaborate judgment delivered, but 
wo lake exception to tho grounds on which 
his decision wa- based. We have already 
fully expressed our opinion upon this subject 
and should not have deemed il necessary 
again to icier to it, but For Ilia attack upon 
tho Mayor and Council by >ur morning con- 
temporary in yesterday's issue. Sit.ce when, 
we would ask, has our contemporary boeome 
tho exclusive organ of public opinion ? and 
from whence eomes the unanimity of fooling 
respecting the decease ol the corporate body 
of thia city ? Verily, this gay and festive 
pcastui has brought out our talented contem- 
porary in a new light. Alter hi* kindly ex- 
pressions of good-will to all the world on 
Christmas inoining, we were ill-prepared for 
the unmeasured attack, and fearlul threats ol 
chancery proceedings against tho whole cor- 
porate body on Sunday morning. The wriler 
must have suffered painfully Irani dyspepsia 
we should imagine, and the effects of his 
Christmas merry making must have induced 
nerions reaction. Bilious was the hand that 
g tided the pen, and raoked with unspeakable 
tortures, such; as only a neglect of due cau- 
tion in mixing the ingredients of the " flow- 
ing bowl" will produce, was the brain that 
conjured up a nightmare in the ahupo of a 
Bill in equity against our Major and cor- 
poration. Wo can only attribute our con 
lamporary'a bitterness to the evils under 
Which be labored in upt being able to pro- 
long the Christman holiday fur one moro day. 
We cannot suppose that nny late decision ol 
"these seven pr'iTalo gentlemen" respecting 
any contracts for which tenders were in- 
vited bat which must of course have been 
"iu wilful contravention of the buprome 
Court " could linvc had any effect upon the 
bile of our contemporary ; we would rather 
attribute tho effect to a more jovial onuse 
And WO trust that one of those opportunities 
• •wl ich do not come too often" will soon 
occur again, and that our contemporary will 
lakn advantage of it, "to mske amends to 
feoae whom ho has wronged," in thought, 
deeds, or words.

Irymen to Russian vengeance is an uutlaw 
utterly undeserving or sympathy or pity, and 
the patriots naturally think that they have a 
right to disembarrus themselves of bis exist- 
ence at the earliest opportunity. The Russian 
executions are more oiuel and more capri- 
cious, nnd martial law, or Ihu will of the 
general in command, is ihe mote expression 
ol arbitrary force. Nevertheless, the national 
vengeance, oven if it admits of in iral pallia- 
tion, is essentially impolitic. The power ol 
life nnd death belongs to Governments visibly 
established, and the Poles would act wisely 
in submitting to one ol lha incidental 
consequences of the r inability to in ke 
head against their enemies. Even t be 
Russian generals nro not in ire barbaroat 
in Iheir judicial murdais than the Committee 
nf 1'iiblic r-.fety, and yet lh« ui-as-inalion of 
Lepelletisr caused greater horror than the 
execution of hundreds of innocent victims by 
the Republic. in guillotine. The death ol 
Matat by Chatloth Coi d ly was in ncerlainde- 
grae. executing n sen k nee which tho con- 
science ol mankind approved. It is highly 
probable that the spy Bertholdy deserved his 
fate, but his continued perfidy could scarcely 
nave affected the Polish cause ns injuriously 
•s his inegular death. The National Gov- 
ernment has shown its consciousness of the 
questionable nutnre of its nets by publishing 
so insufficient defence ol its anomalous exe- 
cution. An unprecedented position may ex- 
cuse, but not justify the exceptional charac- 
ter of judgments and punishments which ore 
something more than anoinalous. The atroci- 
ties practiced by (be Russians may be more 
culpable, but they arc public, and tl.ov are 
avowed liy a known ho.1 responsible govern- 
ment. 

The tyranny of Ibe oppressors excites do-per 



the communications which have passed among 
the different governments may perhaps furnish 
somn explanation of their policy which In.s 
not at present been anticipated. In general, 
it is bolter lo abide by lha rule of seeing 
whatever is visiblo, and of recognising I'ow- 
0?a, tint because they are rigbilul, but because 
they exist. The Conledernte States are 
known us belligerents because they are en- 
gaged in a great war ; and as fooii as they 
achieve their independence, they will be ad- 
mitted to the international courtesies which 
lollow tho establishment or sovereignties. 
The quarrel of the Poles is more undeniably 
just ; but, unfortunately, every town and vil- 
lage i.i tho kingdom is occupied by the troops 
of tho oppressor. 

It is not improbable that Russia may lake 
the initiative by sotting aside the provisions ot 
Vienna, and incorporating Poland with tho 
Empire. One or Iwo districts have already 
in vi duliou of public law, been severed from 
Ibe Kingdom tu be annexed to tbe adjacent 
provinces. Bitch a meusuro would fully jus- 
tify loreigq interfcience ; nut Kntilund and 
I'Y.nee nan scarcely rely on the clauses or u 
liea'y which I hoy tiro abuilt to declare in- 
valid. It is il fhoull tu tay whether tho final 
abandonment of conciliation and hypocrisy 
will be disadvantageous t<> Poland. The 
nation has displayed a vitnlily which 
has not been appreciated in Europe by 
mainlai ling its existence and its resolu- 
tion lliri nub the dispone reign of Nicholas ; 
and even il the raceiit insurrection ia sup- 
pressed, iho tradition ol independence will 
be handed down lo successive generations.

The deorco which pro- 
vides inai oveij uiriployor shall be responsi- 
ble lor Hi' eon 'loot t.f his workmen , will ap- 
parently suppress the entire industry of the 
capital. The animosity which the Russian 
lunctionaries have uniformly displayed lu Ihe 
upper and middle oinsseais tbo m >-t etleulive 
answer lo the offie al charge ol anarchical or 
revolutionary propensities. General JJ-'rg in 
Warsaw, like Oeneral tiehenck in Balliinore, 
assumes, not without r asoi),_lbat every per- 
son of respectable position ia an enemy 
the ruling power. Americans however, al • 
though they perversuly applaud the II11--1B 1 
tyiauny in Poland, have much to learn Irom 
iho agents ol a genuine despotism. Those 
among them who retain any national self re- 
spect may boast that (Jonetal Duller was lung 
since stinetse led, while the Emperor Alexan- 
der bus publicly rewarded und adopted the 
crimes of M uravieff. 

Thore is reason to bolievo that England, in 
concert will) Prance and Austria, will de- 
nounce tbo stipulations ol 1815 as avoided by 
iho violation of tbe Russian engagements to 
P land. It is possible the menace may. on 
some future occasion, prove to bo operative, 
but for the present it is useless as a warning, 
unless il is to be followed by tbe reoognition 
or the Poles ns belligerents. The Emperor 
of Russia cares little for a parchment title 
Which would become worthless 011 tbe day 
on which his armies were expelled from Po- 
land. He holds tbe territories which weio 
acquired In tbe successive partitions by right 
of possession, and be is suii.-lieit that ba has 
no process of ejectment to fear from Eng- 
land, As soon as tbe iiiHUireciiou is sup 
pressed, and e\cu wniio it continues, the 
English Qovornmenl must look to the reign- 
ing powei to protect English subjects nnd 
property in Poland. Even an acknowledg- 
ment i f tiio belligerent lights of the l'oles 
would bo merely verbal. There am 111 Po- 
lish Alabaman on the Ken, nor are there uny 
Polish pons lo blockade, Tba Russians 
commit an outrage when they put their pri- 
soners to death as rebols, but foreign Powers, 
until they become parties in tba contest, can 
scarcely interfere with thu conduct ol n civil 
wur. Tbe Poles tbornselves demand the re- 
pudiation of the Treaty ol Vienna in Ihe 
hope that they w II be recognised as bellige- 
rents, and with the fart icr object of Inducing 
England or Franco to inlerlere more nc- 
lively iur their protection. Tbe simple con 
aosiiicn of (heir original ;deinaiid will pro 
bnbly only lead to disappoiutmanti Franoe 
will bo, iu a certain nci,se, the gainer by tho 
abolition ul the sjBlein which was established 
at Vienna, as it may ba plausibly argued 
that nil tbo remaining pans of iho treaty 
must i-tuml 01 fail together. The motives 61 
Austria for accepting Lord Russell's sugges- 
tion are untcrJUally i.bvious. Uaiicia ia held 
by the aaiiio title as tha kingdom ol Poland, 
and the Russian Uovoriimoui might horeultei 
ntlect, hku Alexander I., -a boiievulenl desire 
to reunile tiie provinces of the utieieut mon- 
archy.
